BROTHER ONL\; EYE-WITNESS

Uncle and Mother of Father Also
Burned to Death Several
Years Ago.

Celebration of the Fourth of July
clalmecd {ts Hrat vietim )n tho peraoil
of llttle: Dorothy Smith, the throe-
year-old daughter of W. R, Smith, of
6 West Cary Street;, ywho was fatally
burned at 12:30 o'clock yesterday af-
ternoon while playing: with her six-
yeiar-old brother, Whit, in thelr baelk-
yord.

Wit was tho only eyewliness to tha
aceldent, and lie could not exploln it
because of tlie nervous fright brought
on him by ‘seeing his elster dle be-
fore hls eyes.  She was lterally burn-
#d alive, not a shreg of 'clothing belng
left on her tiny form.  Brs, Bmitl;
who wis I the basement at the time,
heard her daughter's ﬂ.gunl}sed BEraAms
and Whit calling for hi3 father,

Cllmbed 1o Tup of Fenec.

She rushed out, and othery in the
nelghborhood also caina to glve such
aid ay/they could, Mrs. C. B. Watkins,
who lives next door, elimbed to tho
top of ‘a hlgh fence, but was unable
ta get over, and ruehed round to the
front doorn, orriving In tma to &ce
Mrs,: Smith carrying the llttle girl
Into: the housu,, Some colorad people
wha llve in the rear of Lhe Bmith
home Wre the fente down, and entered
the yard,

But there was then no fire to extin-
gulel. It had fed Itself on the chlld's
clothing unthl there was nothlng more
to burn, and then dled out.
Frightened almost into  hysterics,
Mrs, Smith carried. the child In the
house and Inld her down on a bed, All
har clothing was gone, and tha hody
wasg geared and scorched from head to
foot. Nelghbors summoncd the elty
ambnlance; with Dr. Cosby in charge,
and Drs, Gordon, Funt and Hoge also
responded tn the general alarm for
help. They dld overything that could
e done, but informed the porents that
thers was absolutely no hope for thelr
duughter.

Mr. =mith, who, for the first time
in ycars was away vislting—he had
zone to see some friends on Chestnut
Hill—was summoned home by tele-
phone, and arrived In tlme to see the
child die about two hours laier. The
girl lsped to him, but her mouth was
so hadly burned that her words were
reduced ta an Inarticulate mumble. She
difd nol lose consclousness until death
came.

Uncle and Mother Burned to Denth,
Whit, whese birthday was yesterday,
eould not tell anything about the ac-
cldent, but an nplder brother saw him
tnke some firecrackers out Into tho
backynrd and heard a torpedo explode.
S0 it 15 supposed that the child eaught
fire while trying to set off one of the
erackers.  The fireworks had.  been
hought for the children Lo be used lo-
day, and Mr. Smith had warned the
chlldren to be eareful In thelr hand-
ling of them. He had preached about
the dangers of flre alwaye, for twice
before. fire has visited his famlly and
carried off two other members. ' Both
his unele and mother, he stated, hard
been burned to death, and he had al-
ways had a fear of fire, and aften had
talked to the children sbout its dan-
gars,
